For Canadians to Consider 
The national debt of Canada has 


now reached a figure of approximately 
$3,000,000,000. This is the gross debt. 


The net debt, that is after deduction 
of assets has been made, is now 
around $2,000,000,000, It must be 
borne in mind, however, that many 
items included in the statement of as- 
sets are not such in the recognized 
commercial meaning of the term; in 
fact, no inconsidcrable portion of 
what are termed assets are, for the 
time being at least, more in the nat- 
ure of liabilities. For example, Can- 
ada has some hundreds of millions of 
dollars invested in the National Rail- 
ways, and the latter are regarded as 
an assct, but as a matter of fact and 
common knowledge these railways 
are not earning’ operating expenses, 
not to mention interest on the cap- 
ital invested in them. Consequently, 
in casting up the national balance 
sheet, the people must be taxed to 
meet both operating deficits and the 
whole interest outlay on the moncy in- 
vested in, and the stocks, bonds and 
debentures outstanding against these 
railways, 

For the current year it is estimated 
that no Iess a sum than $350,000,000 
will be required to mect ordinary ex- 
penditures, and a further substantial 
addition must be made to the nation- 
al debt to cover certain capital expen- 
ditures to which the country is al- 
ready committed and which cannot be 
avoided. 

Of this $350,000,000, about $125,000,- 
000 will be eaten up-as interest on the 
public debt. In the neighborhood of 
$50,000,000 will be required to cover 
operating deficits and interest pay- 
ments on account of the national rail- 
ways. Thus these two items alone 
will dispose of one-half of the entire 
revenue, 

Out of the remaining $175, 000,000 : 
some tens of millions must be paid 
out in pensions, vocational training 
for soldiers, hospital accommodation 
and treatment for soldiers, and in var- 
ious forms of soldiers’ civil re-estab- 
lishment, work. Some millions are to 
be spent in grants on a population 
basis to the provinces for highway 
construction; a few millions will be 
used to meet the deficit in the opera- 
tion of the post office department; 
and all the expenses of government, 
including the Civil Service, adminis- 
tration of justice, militia and police 
establishment, subsidies to the provin- | 
ces, and all the mutiplicity of services : 
devolving upon the Federal Govern- 
ment must be met. 


The people of Canada, who are the: 
taxpayers, and who must bear the bur- | 
den of providing the money to meet 
all these obligations, must scriously | 
consider the national situation, and es- 
pecially so at times when they may 
be inclined to urge additional expen- 
ditures of one kind or another for 
very laudable and even necessary pur- 
poses. Canada must, however, curtail 
its expenditures to a point where they 
can be covered by the revenue. This 
country cannot continue living on bor- 
rowed moncy and by going still decp- 
-er into debt. There must be national 
as well as individual retrenchment. 
Instead of getting deeper into debt, 
the time approaches then we must 
agree to still heavier taxation in order 
to begin the process of liquidating the 
national debt, as it is now being done 
in Great Britain. 

There is nothing in the national sit- 


tation, however, to despair: over or! 


Canada has 


lbecome pessimistic abut. 
the resources and the energy and the 
ability to mect all its obligations, pro- 
ceed with its development, and add to 
the wealth, prosperity and happiness 
of its people. But it cannot be ac- 
complished 4y continual criticism, by 
seeking to tear down existing institu- 
tions in order to apply a lot of un- 
baked theories and untested methods 
The world, Canada included, has had 
enough of destruction within the past 
jfive or six years. What is now neces- 
isary is constructive enterprise, and 
that can only be brought about by 
work, and by people generally realiz- 
ing that it is impossible to get somc- 
thing for nothing; that, on the con- 
trary, the present tendency of most 
people to be slackers at their job, to 
insist upon double the wages formerly 
received in return for about half as 
much labor and effort on their part, 
must be abandoned. 


Hard. work is in sight for most of 
us, If we do not make up our minds 
to undertake such work now, buckle 
down to our jobs, and produce to the 
maximum of our powers in whatever 
occupation we may be engaged, at the 
same time cutting out luxuries, and 
saving the last possible dollar.—well, 
we are but slightly delaying the time 
when dire force of necessity will com- 
pel us to do these things, and the lon- 
ger the delay before doing what we 
ought to do, the greater the loss and 
the more severe the penalty will be. 
H lf we don’t eliminate luxuries and 
save now; if we still think we can 
produce less and consume more; if 
we continue to delude ourselves that 
we can indefinitely continue to receive 
double pay for half as much work, 
nothing can prevent hard times. If 
such times come as a result of our 
folly, we will not only do without lux- 
uries, but may find ourselves hard 
Be to obtain necessities. 


There is only one solution, in Can- 
ada as elsewhere, It is not theoriz- 
‘ing; it is work—hard, practical, pro- 
ductive work.

Plans for the establishment of 
national research institute for Canada, 
were before the commons See ee 
on scictific research recently. It w 
recommended that a site of at least 5 
acres should be secured near Ottawa 
and a building of laboratory type four 
stories in height, to cost $500,000 to

. The scientific instruments required 
would cost approximately $100,000 and 
salaries would require about apis 
per annum. 

This institute would be dinilar to 
the bureau of standards at Washing- 
ton and the Mellon institute at Pitts- 
burgh. It was felt that such an in- 
stitution would meet the most pres- 
sing requirements for developing nat- 
ural resources and make provision for 
assistance to Canadian industries. 

A bill covering the establishment of 
such an institution is to be drafted by 
a sub-committee composed of Dr. S. 
B. Steele, Dr. Thompson 
jand Dr. R. J. Manion (Fort William), 
lwho will report back to the commit- 
tee.

nouncement of policy could be expect- 
ced before the close of the present ses- 
sion. Practically every province was 
represented at the conference, 

It is the intention of the govern- 
ment to transfer to Alberta, Saskat- 
chewan, and Manitoba, their natural 
resources as soon as terms fair and 
equitable to all other provinces of the 
Dominion can be arranged, This in- 
formation was given to J. A. Camp- 
bell, of Nelson, in the house of com- 
mons, Mr, Campbell was told that it 
had been the policy of the govern- 
ment to make this transfer ever since 
its formation. Parliamentary action 
was necessary to effect this transfer” *

In Dairy Production 


Canadi'é ‘dairy product yielded. a ap- 
proximately $250,000, 000 in 1919, Of 
this-amount, about $65,000,000 was re- 
ceived for exports: These figures 
easily constitute-a record for the Can- 


‘an dairy industry, In 1910, the to- 
tal value was estimated at $100,000.00 
and the exports amounted to $24,000,- 
000. Although the production of most 
dairy products made a fairly constant 

- increase during the period of the war, 
the phenomenal record of 1919 must 
be attributed in large measures to the 
market conditions... In common with 
other. food..products, the prices.of 
milk, butter and~cheese rose rapidly 
to a world: shortage, : Then, too, the 
more rapid growth of urban centres 
as compared ‘with the rural population 
has enlarged the home market, with- 
out a corresponding increase in pro- 
duction. Further the shortage of la- 
bor on farms throughout the war re- 
stricted increased production mater- 
lally, and the Comparatively rapid ex- 
pansion of the condensed and powder: 
ed’ milk trade affected cheese indus- 
try adversely. ~Each of these factors 
tended to increase prices. Thus in 
1918, the average price-paid for cheese 
by the Dairy: Produce Commission 
was 23, ‘cents, f.o.b., steamship, at 
Montreal. Although similar statistics 
are not available for 1919, it is proba- 
ble that the price exceeded 27 cents.

| Butter prices also established: new. re- 
cords, the average prices forall-grades 
of creamery delivered at Montreal, 
was 53% cents in-1919. While the 
production of cheese probably showed 
a slight decline, the-past year can be 
credited ,with a record production of 
butter and-condensed and powdered 
milk, 

Western Canada, acieeiatly the prai- 
rie provinces, is rapidly: increasing its 
production: of. milk and butter. . At 
present Ontario and Quebec easily 
lead’ the other provinces, but with a 
more general realization of the need 
for conserving soil fertility on * the 
prairies, dairying will progress prodi- 
gously, | 

Modern, co-operative” dairying is 
less than fifty years old, Already it 
has played: an outstanding pait in giv- 
ing such countries as Denmark and 
New Zealand economic independence, 
It has been proved beyond peradven- 
ture that no other branch of farming 
surpasses it in maintaining and impro- 
ving soil fertility. However, it would 
be unreasonable to expect that prices 
can long continue at the-present high 
levels. On the other hand, labor con- 
ditions should steadily improve and 
advances will be-made in labor sav- 
ing devices. It seems reasonably cer- 
tain that dairying is destined to be an 
increasingly large economic factor in 
the future of Canada—A. Donnell.

Examine your lightning rod instal- 
lations. for broken insulators, for 
bends in the cable which allow con- 
tact with the framework, or for cor- 
rosion where it enters the earth. The 
latter is an important point. The elec- 
tricity is carricd into the ground by 
means of the cable, but, if it corrodes, 
and the ground connection is there- 


x, broken, a fire is very liable to re- 


ult, See to it that the cable is sound 
and is deep enough in the ground to 
always be in damp carth., 

_ When building wire fences it is ad- 
visable to use ground wires about ev- 
ery five rodti, Lightning is attracted 
by: wire fencing and as, during a 
storm, animals will congregate near to 
fences, many of them are killed by 
contact with the wire. These ground 
wires may be of about No. 9 gauge 
wire, given one turn around cach 
strand of the fence, and carried into 
the carth beside the fencepost.

The cxample of the most: successful 
farmers is being copied by those quick. 
to see the money-value of the idea. 
Probably a quarter of:a-million dol 
lars a year are lost to farmers by the 
non-practice ofa ‘simple de- horning 
process. ’ 
Live stock exchanges in Witinipeg, 
Toronto and Montreal. especially .en- 
courage de-horning. Practically all 
the American. native cattle, with 
which :Canadian farmers in the West 
have to compete, have the advantage 
of being thus treated, Théy bring a 
larger return in-dollars and cents, 
Ina circular by the Dominion gow 
ernment, farmers are. told they will 
benefit briefly for the following reas 
ons: 1, Better appearance of the cat: 
tle;.2. Quieter, subdued natfire, enab 
ling fattening -at less cost; 3. More 
cattle can be shipped in one car by 
rail, saving freight cost. 
But it is when the animal is finally 
brought to slaughter that the value of 
de-horning is proved, Over 70,000 lbs 
of meat a year are actually reported 
at inspected Canadian packing plants 
alone as wasted through bruises in 
fhe flesh. Most of the bruises are 
caused by the animals horns while in 
transit from the farm to the market 
and the_abattoir.

Some ‘Facts About 
Wheat oe On 
- Western Prairi es 


Wheat is Canada’s ever important 


crop. It covers 36 percent of the land 


in crops and forms 25 percent of the 
value of -all crops... The. centres of 
production are in the plains provinces 


and the peninsular of Ontarlo, the for- 
mer being by far the most important. 
Saskatchewan alone has more than 
one-half of the wheat acreage of the 
Dominion- and ‘ranks highest in the 
value of wheat relative to that of all 
crops. Manitoba and Alberta togeth- 
er, have more than three- fourths of 
the balance, - 

- The Canadian«crop is mainly spring- 
sown, but winter wheat is found in 
Ontario and Alberta, and a’small acre- 
age in Manitoba, In Ontario the hea- 
vy snows and lack of extreme temper- 
atures favor.winter wheat, High rain- 
fall (30 to 40 inches), and humidity 
produce also a soft wheat. Southern 
Alberta, owing in part to the warming 
influence of Chinook winds, has a 
shorter and milder winter than the 
other western provinces. Owing to 
the dry climate the whéat is very hard. 
(The small amount of winter wheat 
grown in Manitoba is produced in the 
wooded parts of the north, chiefly in 
the Swan-River Valley . Owing to the 
semi-humid conditions this wheat is 
‘piebald’ or at. best’ semi-hard.) The 
great wheat belt of Western Canada 
is limited on the north by a short 
growing season and low summer tem- 
perature, and on the southwest by in- 
sufficient rainfall, 

The small population of Canada 
docs not require the entire supply of 
wheat produced, On the average over 
one-half of the crop is exported and 
the exportable supply is increasing 
annually, -At the same time, Canada 
has the highest per capita consump- 
tion of wheat in the world (16 bushels 
including wheat used for seed).”. 

The wheat ‘crop of Western Canada 
is at present largely confined to the 
open. plains region of the prairie 
provinces, ‘Fhis area has been found 
cheaper to “break” and being. less -li- 
able to carly fall frosts hasbeen the 
first to’ be developed for wheat grow- 
ing. It will be noticed that over 95 
percent of the crop in the prairie pro- 
vinces is spring wheat, -In southern 


Alberta rather more than ten percent 
of the crop is winter wheat. In nor- 
thern Manitoba a very small acreage 
of winter wheat is 
Swan River, 

In-ail. the prairie areas the wheat 
is very hard and of high quality when 
satisfactorily matured, This applies 
to both the spring and winter types. 
The spring wheat grown in the park 
belt is likely to be piebald or semi- 
hard, and the winter wheat at present 
grown in the Swan River Valley “is 
of similar texture. 

The soil conditions that in general 
meet. these requirements -are the fal- 
low, “breaking” and corn ground or 
land having produced some other hocd 
crop. Fall plowing and stubble Jand 
are, -however, 
wheat. Under the rotations followed 
at present, the wheat acreage is chief- 
ly compcsed of faliow and fall plow- 
ing. Each of these methods of. pre- 
parations have some disadvantages 
and some advantages under different 
conditions of soil and climate. These 
may be briefly stated as follows: 

The fallow is the name applied to 
land that has Jain idle for a year, no 


growth of crop or weeds having been’ 


permitted, and the soll tilled in such 


a manner as to store and conserve the | 


moisture, The chief advantages of the 
fallow are in (1) its at least partial 
insurance against drought (2), the de- 
velopment of available plant food in 
the soil (3) the destruction of weeds 
and weed seeds (4) it-is (on most 
soils) ready to sow as soon as spring 
opens up and (5) it permits of a bet- 
ter distribution of farm worl. 

The disadvantages of the fallow are 
many; (1) it results in the loss of the 
use of the land for a year (2) the soil 
tends to drift as the result of too fine 
and loose a surface (3) on heavy soils 
the fallow unduly delays ripening (4) 
In wet seasons, particularly on heavy 


soils, the crop is made more subject” 


to serious rust damage, or it may 
lodge (5) the necessary tillage of the 
fallow usually costs more than the til- 
lage of land cropped every year and 


(6) fallowing. causes a serious loss of .

And Other Evils 
Newer Canada will learn as ‘older 
parts of the Dominion have had to 
learn the valuc of trees both in wood 
Aarcas and on the roadside. Dr. W. W. 
Andrews recently addressed a gather- 


ing of members of the Kiwanis Club 
at Regina on tree planting in the 
country planning. 

The doctor dealt very fully with the 
question of planting trees on either 
side of the main roads in Saskatche- 
wan, and made the positive statement 
that if such were done, autos could 
be used for twelve months in the year 
instead of about half that length of 
time as is the case now. In order to 
do this, the gauge of sleighs must also 
be enlarged, a matter which has been 
mooted for some time. 

A line of trees on either side of tlic 
road would prevent the drifts from 
congregating on the highway. itself, 
and thus, where the sleighs and autos 
would run, the ordinary fall of snow 
would obtain. The trees, forming a 
wind-break, would also keep the way- 
farer warm. 

The value of trees from the view- 
point of keeping water in the ground 
was also ‘made apparent by the speak- 
er, and again as a wind-break to prev- 
ent early frosts and other evils which 
are the enemies of crops.

Both. Suffering From Their Own Re- 
volutionary Misdeeds 

Ireland and Germany are both suf- 
fering from their own revolutionary 
misdeeds, Both need a“strong hand, 
if they are not—as the result of the 
new phase of the Irish situation aris-

[themselves in the predicament of Rus- 
sia, under Bolhevism. In Russia ov- 
er 30,000,000 people have met their.

war. When we come to Ireland the

including murder, highway robbery, 
incendiarism, and firing into dwellings 
In Ireland there is a similar condition 
of affairs, similar, but on a smaller 
scale, to that existing in Germany and 
Russia, yet there is no excuse for af- 
\ter-war revolution in Ireland. — Ire- 
and has profiteered more than any 
other country between 1914 and today. 


Canada’s Population 


Next Census Likely to Show A Pop- 
ulation of Considerably Over 
Nine Million 

Canada’s next census is likely to 
ishow a population or the Dominion 
of over nine million people. Figures 
recently published and based on de- 
partmental estimates, gave the popul- 
ation of the Dominion as 8,835,102. 
While these estimates in the past have 
proven approximately correct, it is to 
be pointed out that they covered a 
period which ended on March 31, 1919 
nearly a year ago. Since that time 
there has been a great influx of peo- 
ple to Canada. . 

The major portion of Canada’s 
overseas forces around the four hund- 
red thousand mark, has returned to 
_Canada since that date, and immigra- 
tion from Great Britain, which lan- 
‘guished during the war years, has re- 
vived to a considerable extent. There 
jhas also been a considerable move- 
iment from the United States. With 
the return of such a large portion 
of the male population from overseas 
'the natural increase should be much 
in excess of the period from 1914 to 
(1919. With all these factors consid- 
lered, it would not be surprising if 
even the estimate of nine millions 
should be greatly exceeded.

The Manchester Guardian, com-
